I # m sorry that other work, chiefly m a iling out copies of the new book, have 
stacked some of ny mail and that I could not got to your letter of the 29 th until now. 
Thanks for the clear enclosures. 

With Congressman x rico a member of the ClA subcontoitteo, it is a fair assumption 
that th»* propaganda ho put Into the Congressional l4 ecord of September 20 , 1965 , was 
prepared by it, perhaps for a hearing or a briefing. It certainly can be considered CIA 
propaganda, a kind of justification of its excesses and coots. And it sure smacks of 
the Angleton kind of tliinking. 

I doubt that the 20-jxige ClA briefing to which you refer would be available under 
the FOI law because I known of no way to rebut the argument of "national security" on it. 

While the Gestapo memo on Joes ten to which you refer ; from Lane's book could have 
bet.n u ^ehlon forgery, I can see a ouch simpler explanation: it was exactly the kind of 
think the Gestapo did. And leas nototious counterparts do. If tha^ a fart of the Gestapo 
files that were captured by our troops, it ho was probably forwarded to Washington, 
whero it would have beon preserved. If it was not forwarded or not captured it would 
have remained in Germany. And if thero had been no earlier inquiry on Joeaten, as soon 
as therti was interest in his assassination work, Washington would have made inquiry 
about him in Germany. Wrong as they aro, these kinds of interests arc also close to 
automatic. I know of some with regard to myself. 

I have never prepared any literature on my court actions or studies so I have nothing 
like thi s for you to give to your local stations. They do not ne< d it. I have* made not 
fewer than more than 50 phono broadcasts on this now book witliout anything like that. 
ik>st aro spontaneous: they call and I'm on the air. Less frequently they are scheduled 
in advance. In moot oases the newsman or talk-show host hasn't ovm read the book. If 
the heat knows his business he just points se the way he wants, I follow hia loads, and 
the show has a more spontaneous nature. The loot of these, to San Antonio the other 
night, ran two hours. 

Topical as anything on the ClA is today, I think it likely that there could be 
interest and that if the load papers had carried the stories of either of the wire 
services or the Wash. Post one of the producers of t Jw>ae uh o»a nlw>uid have noticed it. 

Thanks for the suggestion on» Too Snyder. I think it vould be more graceful if 
you did write them Instead of ne and there would the n be a greater probability of their 
repaying my expenses, an important factor to me. 

7ou have an awareness of ^epfirtant of Disinformation type operations. There have 
been aoao in connection with the assassinations. One was expensive and sophisticated. In 
thi 3 cnae there io no doubt about auspices. I aw interested in then. There are other and 
sim i l a r activities that nay be independent and nay bo no more titan conna- rcializlngB or 
ae If- pronto ti one, even Just carrying on by the dedicated wrong. However, they ail sorve 
spook purposes , wh ether or not they are epnaored. You nay not have done enough work to 
be abl to determine which ooDnentarleo an.- extreme. 1 'or the noot port those that ^ n tlon 
the spooks are without foundation, there being no solid evidence. This also is the kind 
of thin# the spooks can use behind the scenes and in self-justification. So, if you sec 
any reports of any appearances or writings of this nature, I would ap;treciate copies. I 
am trying to keep up on those things, (tec of the consequences 13 the deotruction of ;ill 
credibility, and that is serious. There is a Caabiidge-based gang of young men who are 
milking the campuses effectively and connorcialising tho cleverly-packaged irrational, 
often complete fabrications. With this the fact, sponsorship becomes irrolovant. This is 
a smaplo of what I mean.
